The 
commercial enterprise was set up by 
Dr, Pesach Segal, head of the di- 
abetes and lipid metabolism unit at 
Sheba Hospital at Tel Hashomer and 
president of the Israel Diabetes 
Association, who'serves as medical 
director of Lifestyle; 36-year-old 
lawyer Yaron Sahar, a diabetic who 


underwent Lifestyle treatment and 
cut his insulin requirement by 75 per 
cent; and Haim Teitelbaum, a re- 
tired Israel Defence Forces officer. 
The administrative director of Lifes- 
tyle is David Maimon, another re- 
tired army officer from the artillery 
corps. 

The other staff members include 
house physician Dr. Sy Schiowitz, a 
family physician formerly of New 


York; psychotherapist Danit Bar 
(formerly at Hadassah Hospital on 
Mt. Scopus); plus two nutritionists 
and two physical education experts. 

“We operate according to the 
guidelines and philosophy of the 
three Pritikin centres in the US., 
whose headquarters ate’ in Santa 
Monica, California,” Maimon ¢ 
plained to this reporter, who ¥3s 
invited to Lifestyle for a day ands 
halflast week.

In accordance with the Pritikin 
principles of low-fat, no-salt, low. 
eee low-sugar, high fibre and 
high, complex carbohydrates, there 
are no sall-shakers, margarine or 
sugar-bowls on the tables. Instead, 
the menu consists of dishes like broc- 
coli soup, steamed corn, vegetable 
stews and watermelon. Dried and 
fresh spices and lemon juice are used 
in abundance to help make up for the 
absence of other forbidden season- 
ings. 

Participants are allowed a 600- to 
1,200-calorie-a-day diet. Besides the 
regular three meals, there are snacks 
of popcom (unsalted and without 
oil), fresh vegetables and fruit, chic- 
ory and mineral water at 10 a.m. and 
4p.m. 

“Nobody complains about being 
hungry,” says Yisrael, the hyperten- 
sive lawyer. ‘The food is tasty, and 
even though there are few calories, it 
is satisfying. Nobody cheats by 
buying ice-cream or soft drinks in the 
hotel cafeteria.” 


THE EXERCISE component of the 
programme begins as early as 6:30 
a.m. — before breakfast. The partici- 
pants warm up on the.treadmills and 
bicycles as the house doctor takes 
their pulse. 

One man, who underwent a triple 
bypass several months ago and is 
also ἃ diabelic, was very weak at the 
outset, and could barely walk for 
more than a minute or two. But by 
the end of the wo weeks, he says, he 
had no problem exercising for 40 
minutes, when the treadmill was 
operating uphill andat faster speeds.

The participants meet with a 
psychotherapist several times to dis- 
cuss their emotional stresses. At 
first. admits one, “it was very diffi- 
cult to discuss these personal things 
in front of strangers, but gradually 
we opened up. We became a ve! 
close-knit group, and I'm sure we'll 
stay in contact afterwards.” ‘ 

‘They are also taught how to cook, 
according to the Pritikin principles, 
in a mini-kitchen set up next to the 
gymnasium, and are given recipes, 
calorie charts and exercise books to 
take home. 

Yisrael, the Jawyer with high 
blood pressure, says that he partici- 
pated in the Pritikin programme in 
California eight years ago. “My 
blood pressure went down consider- 
ably, and I exercised for a year 
afterwards. But when I felt better, 1 
began to get lazy, and gave up ex- 
ercising altogether.” 

When his doctor told him about 
the Pritikin programme at Lifestyle, 
he knew what he was getting into. “It 
is a much better programme here 
than in California,” he says. “There, 
200 people are in one group, each 
wearing 8 name-tag with a list of his 
physical problems. And there you 
pay twice or three times as much for 
taking part.” 

At Lifestyle, with only smali 

ups, “we are treated like human 
ings, not like a number or a stu- 
dent ina giant Biology J lecture hall. 


We have received the latest medical _ 


information without all the medical 
statistics that they tried to cram 
down our throatsin California.” The 
only complaint that came to his mind 
was that it was named “Lifestyle” 
and had no Hebrew name. 

“But if he began to “sin” a year 


_after taking part in the California 


Pritikin programme, how does he 
know that he won't revert again after 
Lifestyle? 
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Yisrael says: “Call me in six 
months to see if I’ve kept up the diet 
and exercise. Lifestyle has had a 
stronger impact on me. I believe T 
can do it. I've decided to work less 
and to take things easier, even 
though it was very hard for me to 
take two weeks away from the 
office.” - - 

Lifestyle director Maimon says 
that he hopes to offer refresher 
weekends so graduates of the same 
course can get together at Shoresh. 
Until then, former participants free- 
ly call the staff to ask advice and 
happily report ‘on lowered blood 
pressure or insulin Jevels. He is also 
planning tape cassettes of exercises 
prepared by the exercise experts that 
can be played! at home. 


YITZHAK, the diabetic business- 
man, participated twice in the Santa 
Monica Pritikin programme. “I too 
sinned after a while with the wrong 
foods, so [ felt Ishould come here for 
a refresher. But at least I felt guilty 
when eating the wrong things.” 

Like Yisrael, he believes the 
Lifestyle programme is more effec- 
tive because of the personal involve- 
ment of the professional staff and the 
much smaller size of the groups. He 
has bought his own treadmill for 
home use and intends to use it reg- 
ularly. He takes less insulin than 
when he started and hopes eventual- 
ly to cut it out altogether if his doctor 
agrees, 

Yosef (not his real name), a 51- 
year-old, self-retired building con- 
tractor, has suffered from bigh blood 
pressure for six years, reaching 
peak of 210/110 not long ago. He 
came to Lifestyle because he heard 
he could reduce his dependence on 
drugs, which cause tiredness and 
have other side effects. 

During his stay, he was able to cut 
down on these drugs somewhat, and 
hopes the positive trend will con- 
tinue. He is now able to run, and 
promises he will “be a good boy” 
and continue the diet and exercise. 
‘His only complaint was that “for 
$150 a day, the rooms should have 


been more luxurious and had a TV 
set,” 

Others noted that the pool, where 
they were sent to work oul, was not 
very clean. Last Thursday, at open- 
ing time at 8 a.m., we saw leaves and 
other dirt floating in the pool, and

Asked for an assessment of the 
Lifestyle programme, Prof. Mervyn 
Gotsman, head of the cardiology 
department at Jerusalem's 
Hadassah-University Hospital, was 
“very enthusiastic." He has not been 
to Shoresh, but he is familiar with 
the Pritikin programme and with Dr. 
Segal and the others who run Lifes- 
tyle. 

“Any time you take someone with 
a genuine organic disease that has a 
psychological component, and you 
put him through a rigorous program~ 
me, you will see achange.” Gotsman 
confirms that blood pressure, 
cholesterol and insulin levels can be 
lowered in just two weeks under 
such a programme, and that long- 
term positive effects can be seen if 
the participants stick to it, 

He does not think that $150 a day 
is expensive, as hospitalizing a heart 
attack patient or performing balloon 
therapy or a bypass is much more 
costly. “If I were the head of Kupat 
Holim, I would see to it that every- 
one in a high-risk group goes 
through such a programme at the 
health fund's expense.” 

Lifestyle participants agreed, 
adding that the Treasury might con- 
sider granting income tax deductions 
for stays at Lifestyle that would be 
considered as “medical expenses.” 

Meanwhile, Maimon is ready to 
expand the programme to reach 
wider sectors of the population. “We 
are negotiating with the army about 
the participation of officers, ‘and 
with the heaith funds for subsidiza- 
tion for members.” He would also 
like to reach the foreign market, 


offering them treatment at Shoresh .

- TWO RECENT Israeli films, Late 
Summer Blues and Don't Give a 
Darn, have emerged as ths season's 
hits. Chances are, however, that 
neither of the films will break re- 
cords at the box office. The produc- 
ers will be happy to break even. 

__ The local film industry in Israel is 
in bad shape. Of the 16 Hebrew- 
language films produced here last 
yenr, only two covered production 
pipe a local release and made 
a profit. It is fairly easy to find 
feasons for this, but it is far more 
difficult to find solutions. 

Most producers, directors and ex- 
perts blame the situation on the 
small number of film-goers and the 
lack of government funding for the 
industry. 

_ “This situation is not new,” says 
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Yoram Golan, director of the Indus- 
try and Trade Ministry's Film Cen- 
tre. “It’s been terrible for years. 
Because ‘we are a small country, itis 
imperative for the industry to be 
supported financially by the govern- 
ment. But due to other priorities, it 
is not getting anywhere near the 
support it needs to survive. In coun- 
tries such as Australia, England, 
Germany, Italy, France, Sweden, 
Holland and Canada, the film indus- 
try is heavily subsidized and the 
positive results are apparent in the 
high-quality films being produced, 
“The film industry world-wide has 


declined in“fecent years, due to the 


rise in popularity of TV and video, 
The public's viewing patterns have 


-changed and fewer people go to 


movies, The cinema audjence has

become younger, which of course 
affects the quality of the films pro- 
duced. The situation is acute every- 
where, but itis much worse in a small 
country like Israel." 

The cost of producing an average 


low-budget Israeli film is estimated 


at $300,000. According to Golan, $1 
of the ticket price goes to the produc- 
er. So in order to break even, the 
movie must sell 300,000 tickets, 

“It is almost impossible to recoup 
your investment on an Israeli film,” 
says Omri Maron, a partner in April 
Media and chairman of the Israel 
Association of Film and TV Produc- 
ers, “Maybe 300,000 tickets does fot 
seem a lot, but that’s 10 per cent of 
the population. In the U.S., if 10 per 
cent of the population, roughly 20 
million people, went to see one fim, 
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the producers would be richer than 
Armand Hammer.” 

_ According to Film Centre statis- 
tics over the last 10 years, of the 140 
Israeli films made, only 26 sold over 
300,000 tickets. This does not mean, 
however, that all 26 made a profit. 

The Academy Award nomination 
Beyond the Walls was made for 
approximately $550,000, a high 
budget for an Israeli film. It sold 
600.000 tickets in Israel in 1985, but 
there was a freeze on ticket prices 
that year, so the revenue was far 
lower than it. would be today. The 
film only saw a profit when the 
international distribution rights 
were sold. 

“Although it was risky, the idea of 
making a better film for Israeli and 
ultimately international audiences 
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Andrea King looks at 
the local film industry. 


was right, and it eventually paid 
off." says Maron, whose partner 
Rudy Cohen, produced the film. “A 
Hebrew film that deals with com- 
pletely Jewish subjects is risky unless 
you hit a universal subject like the 
Arab/Jewish conflict in Beyond the 
Walls, or the disabled veteran in 
Don't Give a Damn. | believe that 
with better-quality films, the audi- 
ence that stopped’ going to the 
movies because of all the lousy 
boureka movies that were made will 
return, They are tired of stupid 
films; they want high-quality. artistic 
movies.” 

Maron cites Beyond the Walls as 
an example of how such a film can 
appeal to the masses. Yet il was an 
Sey Seapl it had a larger than avet- 
age budget, was nominated for an 
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A. Β. Yehoshua’s ‘The Lover.’ 
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‘Beyond the Walls’ -- only profitable when international film rights were sold. ‘Funny Farm’ —a Cannon Comedy 
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Academy Award and received critic- 
al acclaim abroad. 


MOST FILMS of the last decade, 
however, with equal or greater ticket 
sales, have been films with little 
artistic appeal, that were made on a 
much lower budget and draw young 
audiences, The biggest Isrueli seller 
in the last decade was Lemon Popsi- 
cle, the first in a serics of seven. It 
sold 1,350,000 tickets. 

‘This shows that the Israeli audi- 
ence is not selective ancl is perhaps 
very young,” says Yorum Golan. 
“They're interested in cheap com- 
edies, not good films. But ull over 
the world, cheap comédies are al- 
ways more profitable, Isruel is no 
exception. Creativily in an art is 
always a long and puinful road, made 
even more difficult here by the lack 
of government funding. 

“Just as you can't build a museum 
on the revenue from the entrance 
fees, you can't build up this industry 
without government subsidies. Ev- 
erybody seems to realize the need 
for government subsidies for opera, 
theatre, and orchestra, but it’s hard 
to get public support for movies, 

itseems the industry has too 
glamorous an image.”* 


ITZHIK KOL, president of G.G. 


Israel Studios, a subsidiary of Can- 
non Films, agrees that the govern- 


τ ‘Ment must step in if there is to be a 


future for the film industry, ‘It’ 
u r ry. “It's 
Hava impossible for an Israeli 
m fo ever make a profit here,” he 
Says. “Why would anyone invest 
Money in a film that is almost 
Suaranteed not to recoup its costs?” 
- A recent example of such a film 
eg by G.G. was The Lover, 
oI on A.B. Yehoshua’s best- 
¥ rad novel. The movie starred 
‘Ad ram Gaon and Michal Bat- 

‘Adam, who also directed it. 
Qa ‘it was a film that had a lot going 
of it,” says Yoram Golan. But only 
tickets were sold in 1986 
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in this country and had no market 
abroad. 

“We have basically stopped mak- 
ing Israeli films and are focusing 
instead on making movies for the 
foreign market that are filmed 
here.” says Kol. 

Last year, $18m. was spent in 
Israel by foreign productions, 
whereas a mere $4m. was spent on 
the 16 Isrueli films made. 

On average, 13 Israeli films are 
made annually with an average of 
2,350,000 tickets sold per year. In 
1985, only 2 per cent of movie-goers 
spent their moncy on Israeli films. 

“Israel is a great place to make 
movies, but not for Israeli films,” 
says Kol, whose company is provid- 
ing production services for Rambo 
HE, “Culture costs money and the 
government is basically giving the 
local film industry zero. The most 
important thing now, if we are to 
save the industry, is Ariel Sharon's 
new plan.” 


THE INDUSTRY and trade minis- 
ter's package proposal to the Knes- 
set will increase the grant given to 
the Israel Fund for the Encourage- 
ment of Quality Films from $250,000 
to $750,000, with a maximum of 
$100,000 going to each approved 

roject. Currently, the fund, which 

as been in existence since 1979, 
receives its money from the ministry 
of education and culture, and distri- 


butes the $250,000 to four films 8. 


year. Investment reaches $70,000 in 
certain cases. 5 
Another fund, the Public Fund 
for the Promotion of Israeli Films, is 
composed of cinema owners, film 
distributors, members of the Pro- 
ducers Association and representa- 
tives of the industry and trade minis- 
try. The fund provides a subsidy of 
NIS 2.2 per ticket sold, for up to 
50,000 tickets. All films, regardless 
of their artistic content receive 
this subsidy. 
. According to Yoram Golan, Shar- 
on is proposing a fund that will work 
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ona selective and not an automatic 
basis. Only films with both commer- 
cial and artistic merit will be chosen 
for subsidies by a three-member 
committee including a representa- 
tive from the ministry and two ex- 
perts from the industry. The plan 
also calls for a 150 per cent tax 
write-off of the origina! investment. 
‘There will also be a fund of $500,000 
for TV pilots and documentary 
films. 

Sharon's proposal is in direct 
opposition to Tax Commissioner 
Rabinovich’s plan to abolish all tax 
shelters for (he film industry and 
apply more stringent criteria for 
approving investments. He dis- 
agrees with the present system, 
which allows an investor to write off 
the entire expense in the year in 
which the money is spent. This has 
led to abuse by investors who have 
no interest in films but have been 
quick to grab a good tax write-off. 


DIRECTOR Menahem Golan, who 
made over 30 feature films here 
before he and his cousin Yoram 
Globus bought Cannon Films, says 
approval of Sharon's plan is vital, 
but that other changes must be made 
as well. For example, it is very 


important that a law be passed oblt- " 


ting Israe] Television to buy local 
featere films. 

“Children growing up in Israel 
know everything about the British 
monarchy or American jokes,” said 
Golan when he was here recently. 
“But ask them about Israeli heroes 
or pioneers and they don't know, 
they don't see such things on ΤΥ. 
think ITV is one of the few television 
companies in the world that doesn't 
show features from its own in- 
dustry.” 

Golan feels that changes must also 
be made at university level. The 
local film industry, especially in the 
past few years, has a lot of pretence 
about it. 

"People come from university 
where they have been taught film 


beyond the needs of the Israeli in- 
dustry,” he says..“There's a lot of 
talent here, but everyone comes out 
of a film schoo! here with the idea 
that he must have or create his own 
style, so that the media will one day 
call him the father of Israeli film 
style. He must be a Bergman before 
he can even shoot a normal scene. I 
dislike the way they are educated in 
the industry here —and it’s important 
to remember that it /s an industry. 
“Art is of course connected to it, 
but before that you have to remem- 
ber that films have to sell tickets and 
should have international entertain- 
ment value. Becuuse you ΜΟΙ sur- 
vive on just local consumption.” 


TEL AVIV UNIVERSITY'S Prof. 


Arnon Zuckerman, chairman of the - 


film and television department and 
former head of Israel Television, 
disagrees strongly with Golan’s 
theory and recent trends in the 
Israeli industry. He says that to turn 
itinto one that makes its films forthe 
foreign market is very dangerous. “Ἵ 
definitely don't feel that making 
films in English will do any good for 
the industry,” he says. “To bring 
foreign production here to film is 
one thing. It brings in money, and 
work, and gives our crews valuable 
experience. But making films in En- 
glish is not the future for the local 
industry, for when Israelis make a 
film in English, it is no Jonger an 
Israeli film. 

“T believe very strongly that only 
films in Hebrew that are authentic 
and thoughtful representations of 
our society will make a break- 
through for the industry on the inter- 
national market. Beyond the Walls is 
a good Example οἵ ἃ film that did not 
need to be made in English to appeal 
to foreign audiences and it dealt with 
a problem that was particularly 
Israeli. Ἑ 

Yair Pradelski of Roil Films pro- 
duced this summer's hit Don't Givea 
Damn, which to date has sold 
250,000 tickets and will make a small 


prot locally. The $500,000 film is 
ed on Dahn Ben Amotz’s novel, 
and according to Pradelski, is a very 
Tsraeli film. 

“This is the Israeli version of 
Coming Home,” he says, “but it is 
not just a film, it’s part of the Israel 
experience. A film about young dis- 
abled soldiers Is very, very Jsraeli -- 
it’s our country's trauma.” 

For all the problems the industry is 
experiencing, Zuckerman, like ev- 
ery producer and director inter- 
viewed, feels there is possibility of 
a bright future for the industry if 
there is ἃ substantial financial in- 
crease in government support. 


AT TEL AVIV University’s tcle- 
vision and film department, there are 
three areas οἱ study available; pro- 
duction, screen-writing and film eri- 
ticism. Currently, there are 60 stu- 
dents in their second and third year. 
The Beit Zvi School of Drama and 
Fiim consists of a two-to-three-yeur 
programme that includes directing, 
editing, production and acting. In 
Jerusalem, the Hebrew University’s 
department of communications 
offers students interested in film stu- 
dies courses in documentary, televi- 
sion production and script-writing. 

Many of the directors currently 
working are graduates of one οἱ 
another of the schools, and Zucker- 
man feels that in the past four or five 
yore the quality of their productions 

88 improved greatly. 

“Despite what Menahem Golan 
thinks,” he says, “we feel we ure 
educating our students well. We do 
teach them to be as creative as 
possible, but they learn all the tech- 
nical aspects as well. Our students 
are producing a wide variety of films, 
from karale to experimental tv 
humour. Creative directors who live 
‘here and experience life here and put 
that on film will be the ones who 
make the biggest contribution. I'm 
sure the fulure breakthrough of the 
Israeli film industry will come from 
them.” 9

“CQualigy of hehe" and “picture™ 
are words thit crap up time and 
again whee Israel Sela describes his 
work. Motivated by what he calls his 
“phittsophy of light” Sela explains 
shat he ts fascinated by the way light 
aflects the things we see and how we 
see them. The shanlow-and-light pat- 
terns in his study of a sleeping child -- 
pacifier in mouth und feet flopped 
aver the bed's edge - creates an 
enchiuting image. 

Ele says he strives to be “attracted. 
to the patterns that the light shows 
ine” — be it the non-geometric shaft 
of light that breaks through the cor- 
ner of his photo of the Clul building 
in Jerusalem or the Sabbath eve 
picture, taken from the window of 
Sela’s home in Jerusalem's Makor 
Baruch neighbourhuad. 


A former kibbutznik “brought up 
on art,” Sela, ἃ sabra, in his 30s, only 
took up professional photography 
four years ago. 16 had had "20 or 50 
different jobs beforehand" -- book- 
selling, welding, and teaching Israeli 
folk-dancing included -- and lived in 
Eurupe for some time. 


Asi child he enjoyed painting and 
went on to art school. He says that it 
is his artist's approach that dirccts his 
choice of subject, and photographic 
technique. 

All his pictures are full-frame, 
meaning that the print we see is 
exactly what he sees through the 
camera's lens. He spots a subject, 
paints the picture in -his mind and 
takes just one shot, the whole proce- 
dure “a quick decision” which takes 
a matter of minutes, He relies on, his 
artistic training to foresee the result. 

Sela knows that he has only just 
embarked on his photographic 
career but, he says, “I needed to 
photograph and I haven't stopped 
since [ started four years ago." o. 
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Shaike Ophir, who died on Mon- 
day aged 58, was one of Isruel's most 
versatile and best-loved entertainers.

AFTER THE WAR, Shaike and his 
buddies went their separate ways.

interview, someone threw a plate at 
me. T caught it, fooled with it, and 
was accepted.” 

Shaike stayed with the Decroux 
company for two years, and then did 
an extensive tour of Europe and 
North Africa with Marcel Marceau 
and his troupe. Finally he returned 
to Tel Aviv, and at the Cameri 
Theatre opened the.country's first 
schoclofmime. . See 

In the fall of £956, Shaike was 
invited to be the opening act at an 
Israeli nightclub called the Sabra, in 
New York City. But just before he 
was due to leave for the States, he 
was entertaining at an air base when 
-in came Ezer Weizman, who was the 
Air Force commander. “He hopped 
up on the stage and plunked his cap 
on my head. Then he announced 
that he'd just come from a meeting 
-with the Old Man [Ben-Gurion] and 
that we were going to war. To me he 
whispeted, ‘Don't worry, Shaike, 
it'll be ashort one.” ; 

“Two days later, instead of open- 
ing in a nightclub in New York, I'm 
sitting in a foxhole in Sharm ¢- 
Sheikh...” 


HE EVENTUALLY did get to New 
York. where he did a stage show 
called Forty-one in a Sack, “Played 
41 characters. Got written up in The 
New Yorker, a picture spread in Life 
magazine, appearances ‘on network 
television, the whole.thing.” 

The exposure led to what Shaike 
calls his most memorable gig - an 
engagement with the whole world 
watching. 

“J got a last-minute call to replace 
Sammy Davis ~ who took ill - at an 
opening ceremony at the United 
Nations. Dag Hammarskjold intro- 


duced me as a ‘young artist from 
Europe,” which I really resented. 
And meanwhile in the programme, 
there was my whole biography -- 
Patmah, War of Independence, 
Sinai Campaign. And there's all 
these Arabs in the audiencel 1 fi- 
gured I was finished."

THE GIMMICK anit makes &lack 
Widow different from any other 
psychological thriller, which is de- 
finitely the genre it belonys to, is the 
decision οἵ director Bob Rafelson 
not to dabble in psychology at all. He 
displays a kind of ethical restraint 
which may well infuriate the average 
spectator, who expects to have every 
smallest detail spelled out for him 
saving him the slightest effort. Rafel- 
son resists the temptation, shows 
you everything that happens, but 
refuses to explain the reason behind 
the action. Let the audience do the 
thinking, he says, in a rare vote of 
confidence. 

The original script by Ronald Bass 
concerns two yaung women who, in 
spite of their differences, are uma- 
zingly similar. Alex Barnes (Debra 
Winger) is ἃ dedivated federal agent. 
Not very keen on male compa- 
hionship, possibly out of a certain 
degree of fear, she is totally devoted 
to her job, in which she has a strong 
tendency to rely on her instinct. 

This puts her on the trail of a 
predatory female who scems to be 
making a pructice of marrying rich 
husbands, living with them for n very 
short time and then killing them off, 
having ensured that they have left 
everything to her. A real bdluck 
widow spider, changing identities 
constantly, thoroughly researching 
each new part she plays, acting ruth- 
lessly when the time comes to move 
on to the next husband, 

Which, of course, would suggest a 

classic femme fatale, but Rafelson 
and Bass wouldn't have it so simple. 
Theresa Russell, who plays the 
chameleon character, is obviously 
more than that, 
Since she's already rich after her 
first murder, it can't be only money 
that pushes her on, She must have 
some fear or hatred of men too, but 
it seems that up to a certain point, 
shz is also fond of her victims. 

For the audience, there is no mys- 
tery from the first moment, for the 
movie starts by revealing her modus 
operandi, The tools and the evidence 


on which the federal agent relies to 
make her case are just as clearly 
defined. The story follows both until 
they meet, and then focuses on the 
strange relationship that develops 
between them. There is mutual 
admiration which neither can pre- 
vent a certain respect for each 
other's qualities, while both realize 
that they are engaged in a deadly 
duel. 

The film's main problem is that it 
hints in too many directions, leaves 
too many avenues open, sometimes 
quite contradictory to each other. 
You begin to suspect that the direc- 
tor may not really have a definite 
point of view, and that he is more 
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interested in the way he tells the 
Story than in the story itself. 


AS FOR THE thriller component, 
Rafelson keeps things pretty calm. 
‘There is practically no violence, which 
τἰς to his credit, but neither are there 
any moments of real anguish for the 
audience. 
The truth is that, ifhe had not used 
such well-known actors as Dennis 
Hopper and Nicol Williamson for 
the roles of the two murder victims, 
there is little doubt that Russell 
would have run away with the film. It 
is only our ingrained instinct that 
stars cannot disappear too quickly 
from the screen which makes us want

to believe that the ploy to dispatch 
them will somehow fail. Casting, in 
this case, worked to perfection and 
certainly helped Rafelson enor- 
mously. 

But then, Rafelson shouldn't have 
any problems with casting. A direc- 
tor whose reputation far exceeds his 
output (only six films including Stay 
Hungry and The Postnan Always 
Rings Twice), he is admired by most 
of his peers, and his Five Easy Pieces 
is still considered one of the most 
tepresentative pictures of American 
cinema in the last 20 years, along 
with Hopper’s Easy Rider, which he 
helped finance, 

The first time he has worked In- 
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side the studio system, Rafelson has 
still managed to pull a film in some 
unconventional directions, He is 
assisted by one of the most formid. 
able crews you could put together in 
Hollywood today, starting with cam- 
eraman Conrad Hall, (in Cold 
Blood, Butch Cassidy and the Sund- 
ance Kid) doing his first film in 10 
years, and continuing with art direc. 
tor Gene Callahan (The Hustler, 
America, America) and editor John 
Bloom (Gandhi). 


NEEDLESS to say, the film rests 
first and foremost on the perform. 
ances of its two female stars and the 
way they relate to each other. 

Rafelson started by choosing Win- 
ger, as a slightly dishevelled, very 
energetic and immensely likeable 
person (the way she was, for in- 
stance, in Legat Eagles}. 

That she has to manage a gradual 
evolution through the film, her 
opponent's feminity rubbing off on 
her without essentially changing her, 
was the main challenge, and she 
handles it easily. More interesting is 
the way she puts across the emotion- 
al confusion which their encounter 
engenders, and without ever being 
specific, she certainly conveys the 
complexity of her feelings. 

Theresa Russell changes her 
aspect four times during the film, but 
the change is only physical. Emo- 
tionally she remains the same myste- 
rious person whose motivation can 
only be guessed. 

While her part is, on the face of it, 
pretty thin, she somehow manages 
to get under the skin of the charac. 
ter, and suggests certain depths lef 
unexplored by the script, but whose 
presence is not to be doubted. 

Whether this rather i, ἃ pic- 
ture will work or not depends vety 
much on the reaction of the public to 
Rafelson's roundabout approach to 
the definition, "ἃ film: noir for the 
Eighties.” He may not be successful

THEODOR HERZL and Franz 
Kafkaare up there on stage, chewing 
away at each other about who is a 
Jew.

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HARES ABOUND in Israel, and in 
places like the Lachish area or the 
northern Negev yon cannot possibly 
drive down any road at night without 
transfixing one of these alert and 
agile little mammals in the beam of 
your headlights.

Hares and rabbits are very much 
alike and are often confused with 
each other.

For nesting they 
scoop out a shallow bowl amongst 
the grasses or in a brambly thicket, 
line it with hair plucked from the 
mother hare's breast ‘and there she 
gives birth to her blind, hairless and 
helpless young.

Film Andrea King 


WHEN NOVICE film-makers set 
ΤᾺΝ to shoot their first movie they 
usually choose a subject that they are 
familiar with. Director Yitzhak 
Florentin, a black belt in karate and 


a graduate of Tel Aviv University's ᾿ 


film sehuol, did just thit, The result 
is Furewell Terminator, a 28-minute 
action-packed short, set in a Tel Aviv 
of the future after the fall of the 
government and the collapse of law 
and order. 

The military regime, helpless in 
the face of anarchy and rampant 
crime, sets up special police squads 
whose job it is to fiquidate the gangs 
of murderers and other criminals 
roaming the streets. For each exter- 
mination, the cop receives points; 
aod ance he fills his quota he is 
entitled to a prize - the right to leave 
Isritel. 

‘The film focuses on the tast day of 
a prize-winning cop who is due to 
leave [srael, but is given one final 
assignment - to kill the toughest and 
most dangerous criminal in town. 

“From the very beginning, | 
wunted tu make u film that would 
combine all (he films I've liked since 
T was a kid," says 28-year-old direc- 
tor Yitzhak Florentin who co-

authored the film and also acts in it 
“Cowhoy movies, cops and robbers, 
and karate. I wanted to be the first to 
brak in such a movie in Israel." 

Florentin, who graduated from 
the Tel Aviv University Film and 
Television department in 1985 is g 
karate expert. He holds a black belt, 
third dan, and owns his own studio in 
Tel Aviv where he teaches the mar- 
tial art, He taught the main actor in 
karate technique. 

“I love karate because it's an art 
without limitations that makes you 
healthy and strong and gives you 
toals to relax from the stress and 
Pressures of the modern world,” 
says Florentin, who is the chief rep- 
resentative in Israel of the San-Shin- 
Kan method. “Karate combines sta- 
mina, strength, aerobics, stretching 
and self-defence, and it gives you 
spiritual values as well. It teaches 
you never to give up, alwuys to goon 
and to be determined." 

Determination is a vital quality for 
anyone attempting to make a film in 
Israel, especially a first film, After 
his script was approved by the uni- 
versity's review board in 1984, 
Florentin received $4,000 from the 
university and the Ministry of Indus- 


teyand Trade. With this money, plus 
additional funds fram personal 
loans, he begun work un his film. 
“Not every student gets to make αὶ 
film, so | was lucky there, and the 
money we lid) wits just enough to 
shuot with," says Florentin. “Every- 
ane who worked on the film -- the 
actors, editor, music director and 
camera man — worked for free, In 
fact, the gang members in the movie 
were Florentin’s karate students. 


THE FIGHT scenes for Farewell 
Terminator were shot at an aban- 
doned lot in North Tel Aviv. 
Florentin also used the long corri- 
dors in the Hapoel Tel Aviv build- 
ing, where his karate club is located. 
“This gave the intemal scenes a dark 
and scary look" says Florentin, “like 
film noir - full of shadows and 
echoes," 

The entire film was shot with a 
simple spring-driven Bolex camera, 
which was alt the university had 
available when filming began. The 
camera cannot shoot more than 25 
seconds per scene. . 

“Actually, it was good for the 
film,” says Florentin. “It's a small

movie.” 

The Bolex does not sheot sound, 
so all of the dialogue and sound 
effects had to be dubbed afterwards, 

“This made the sound come out 
cleaner, because we were able to 
make it the way we wanted it, not the 
way it would have been if we had 
been able to shoot with sound,” says 
Florentin. 'Halé of the editing time 
was devoted to this procedure, but it 
was worth it. You can shoot cheap 
and fast, and you get beticr sound 
afterwards. All the spaghetti West- 
erns were shot this way." 


THREE YEARS and $15,000 after 
he first submitted his script for 
approval, Florentin's determina- 
tion, hard work and love for his 
subject paid off. In June, Farewell 
Terminator was awarded a first prize 
of $2,000 at the annual Gabi Mogra- 
bi film competition for Tel Aviv 
Aviv Museum. 

In addition to the best-film prize, 
it also won nine other prizes and 
commendations for editing, produc- 
tion, music, photography, artistic 


“The judges liked! Hureweff Termi- 
autor because of its parady of karte 
films und the way it treated the 
futuristic view of Israel,” says Nach- 
man Ingber, chairman of the eom- 
mittee judging the competition and a 
professor of film history of Tel Aviv 
University, “The fact that it was af 
action film did not disturb us. Usual- 
ly students" films are very serious 
and introverted. This one was ex- 
trovert and full of action, and very 
different from your averuge stu- 
dent's entry. 

“Israeli audiences like action films 
as much as any audience, but the 
probiem is that no one in Israel 
knows haw to make them and so 
there aren't any. UT think Yitzhak 
Florentin has an eye for this type of 
film -- for movement and action in 
the frame, and J think he could make 
full-length action films here." 

Florentin says this is his cream. 
“But you have to be realistic about 
making movies in Israel. I'm starting 
from a good position, but there's still 
so much work that neeus to be done 
in this industry."" 

Farewell Terminator will be shown 
on August 24 at Beit Liessin, Tel

seemed to have missed out the hot 
peppers. Generally, the sauces 
seemed uattritioned for tourist (read 
western) tastes. But if they were nat 
Piquant, they were at least appetis- 
ing. 

Along with these came the usual 
"stuffed" — Kurdish kube, Moroccan 
Cigars, vine leaves filled with rice 
(rather dry, this) and pastel de pata- 
ta, What the North Africans call 
pastel, presumably derived from the 
Latin word for lozenge, is normally 8 
(riangular piece of pastry with a 
minced meat filling -- a kreplach in 
fact, but crisp, not doughy, 

The pastel de patata is a horse of a 
different colour, not to say ἃ diffe- 
rent kettle of fish. This is larger than 
the ordinary pastel, shapeless and 
stuffed with mashed (all right, 
pureed) potato — in fact ἃ kneidel, 
though it is still crisp, not doughy. 
They were not bad. On the whole, a 
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satisfactory slart lo the meal. 

There were four of us. 
Companion-in-chief, despite ny 
warnings, ordered the tajine of beef, 
with prunes and raisins. | thought 
this would be a little heavy for the 
very warm evening, but the tajine 
{the name, incidentally, for the pot 
in which the dish is baked) was light 
and tender. 

Companion No, 2 chose a veal 
steak with rice, while No. 3 wanted 
veal in a mushroom sauce. 

Just to be different, 1 opted for 
grilled trout in almonds. 

The veal was just a little tough and 
the fish a little dry, and the skin was 
even slightly burned in one place, 
but overall, both meat and fish were 
of good quality and nicely flavoured, 
The accompaniments were 
appropriate and done well, : 

For dessert, Nos. 1 and 2 chose 
fresh fruit salad. This was unim- 
aginative, failing to select from the 
many luscious fresh fruits that are so 
abundant these days, and using cold- 
Storage oranges.

Power cut

ITIS A curious fact of our times that 
in the rush to foster all that is osten- 
sibly new in the world of art, museum 
curators occasionally abet young 
would-be stars to build castles-in- 
the-air. The results may send the 
visitor away somewhat bemused. 
But more importantly, such cursto- 
rial support nway leave the artist with 
the impression that he has really 
done something significant. 

Acase in point is the current show 
af photographs by two young 
Israelis, Michuel Clegg and Yair 
Guttman, both born in 1957 and 
whose sole art training appears to 
have tuken place at the [srucl 
Museum Youth Wing in 1972-73. 
Since the early Eighties, their work 
has been included in a number of art 
photography exhibitions in various 
European and American museums 
and galleries. 

‘Their first current show al the 
Israel Museum, one of ἃ series de- 
voted to young Israeli artists, leans 
heavily on the text supplied by 
Israeli Art curator Yigal Zalmona. 
The exhibit consists of seven outsize 
colour photographs dealing with the 
idea of power, synibolized by photos 
of people representing executives,

art collectors or “high society” and, 
in an incredibly banal pun, lund- 
scapes containing high-tension pow- 
er lines, 

The supposed art in all this is the 
fact that all the portrait photos, none 
of them very good, are “simula- 
tions,” employing madels shot 
against painted backgrounds with a 
minimum of props and with no 
attempt to cunceal the “propiness.” 
For this precise reason, they are 
largely unconvincing. Far from look- 
ing like symbols of power, some of 
the young models look as though 
they fave never worn a tie before. 
People with or born to real power 
look quite different. 

Undeterred, Zalmona has deli- 
vered himself of a catalogue text that 
posits far-reaching implications. He 
draws parallels with the subjects of 
the Dutch master, both portraitists 
and landscapists; and even sees a 
connection between the shiny 
cihuchrome prints und the glazed 
surface of Flemish vil paintings. To 
my mind, making any sort of com- 
purison between these poor quality 
prints with sublime Dutch genre 
painting is a bad joke. Zalmona 
would have done his idea more jus- 
tice by presenting a show of photo- 
graphic portraits by someone like 
Yusuf Karsh. But then Karsh

AN EXHIBITION of new members 
recently admitted te the Jerusalem 
Artists Association is a cut above 
previous shows of this nature, for 
many of the purticipants are fairly 
recent griuluates of urt schools, in- 
cluding a number from the Bezalel.

In search of Safed

PROCLAIMING A “Summer of 
Fine Arts,” Safed’s artists’ colony is 
making unprecedented efforts this 
month to re-direct public aitention 
towards their community -- one 
which has sunk in recent years, de- 
spite its continuing attraction for 
tourists, into sleepy obscurity. Five 
separate art-shows, co-ordinated by 
Arieh Zarfati, chairman of the 
artists’ colony, have been set up in 
picturesque locations in and around 
the artists’ quarter: an exhibition of 
watercolours at the Wolfson Centre, 
graphics in the Printing Museum, 
sculpture in the stone seine 
known as “Maayan Haradum’ (The 
Sleeping Spring), oil paintings in the 
Red Mosque, and a historical survey 
of Safed art in the permanent exhibi- 
tion centre. ᾿ 

The most interesting show is that 
in the Red Mosque where 20 pain- 
ters, permanent residents of Safed or 
with second homes there, have ap- 
plied themselves to the collective 
theme ‘Facing the Mountain.” This 
has allowed them to indulge in a 
wide range of interpretations, from 
realistic and abstract to romantic or 
mystic, based on local archilecture 
and geography or symbolic spiritual 
connotations. Dominating this show 
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are two fine landscapes by Moshe 
Gat, painted at the height of his 
creative powers in 1978. These 
works are flanked by paintings of 
lesser impact, but which are also 
wite impressive, such as an airy 
abstraction by R. Bazer (one of the 
instigators of the New Horizons 
movement); and colourful designs 
by C. Efroniand 5. Reis, reminiscent 
of Morelechai Ardon’s landscapes of 
the ‘60s, based on the appearance 
and texture of old stones. A large 
number of artists, using a soft ‘sub- 
lime’ palette of blues and mauves, 
paint picturesque views of the town, 
its cobbled streets and the stepped 
forms of houses nestling within the 
shade of Mount Meron. The best 
painters in this group -- among them 
Z, Ehrmann, M. Laufer, H. Telch- 
man and Z. Weiss -- also convey the 
special atmosphere of the ery with- 
out descending into cheap sen- 
timentality. 


DESPITE THE fact that paintings 
by more than 30 prominent artists, 
covering a‘ time-span of 40 ‘years 
have been brought together for the 
historical review of Safed art, the 
results are disappointing. The 
‘reason does not lie in the fact that big 
city museums did riot consent to fend. 
valuable works, but rather that in- 
adequate use has been made of the 


material available (on loan from 
family collections, Tiroche and 
Givon galleries, Tel Aviv, and Mis- 
hkan L’'Omanut, Ein Harod), like 
rare watercolour sketches from the 
1920s, by Zaritsky, Guiman, Rubin 
and Meinikoff; large lyrical abstrac- 
tions, based on Safed scenery, by 
Steimatsky, Strelchman and Matro- 
yitch; and same typical synagogue 
interiors (fram the "408 and 'S0s) by 
Shemt, Lubin and Gilksberg. Moshe 
Castel, who settled permanently in 
Safed in 1940, and sparked the 
founding of the Artists’ Colony, is 
represented by a small but imposing 
oil from the "30s, ‘Shabbat Meal in 
Safed.’ 

Curator Gideon Ofrat appears to 
have made no attempt to arrange the 
seat ih within a constructive 
raméwork, nor does he offer any 
explanations or differentiate be- 
tween the artists who lived in Safed 
and those who came for short 
periods only. His only written 
accompaniment is a cloying blurb 
which begins: “Safed, where blue 
houses touch azure heavens... and 
the rose of dawn is revealed between 
the mists of morning.” Surely, visi- 
tors to this exhibition deserve some- 
thing more, 
is show moves at the heginning 
of September to Ein Harod. Perhaps 
there, properly hung and lit, with 
texts dnd the promised -cataloguc, 
this show will successfully illustrate 
the golden years of Safed art. (Safed 
Artists Colony).

Nut all of 
Segre's new book, Memuirs of a 
Fortunate Jew, is at this level of 
distinction and intensity. But 
enough of it is to inake it imusual 
among new books. 

Born to very high bourpeoisie of 
Halian Jewry the same yeur as the 
Fascists marched on Rome, Segre 
livedt the first 16 years of his life ina 
milieu of country estates, 
limousines, servants, garden parties,

Segre, despite a poetic gift, isn’t 
romantic. anymore. He writes that 
his “Jewish-Fascist chitdhood" was 
“a world of dreams” and that he 
lived in "ἃ gilded cage." The dream- 
world disintegrated one day in 1938, 
when Mussolini, who had long 
assured men like Segre’s uncle that 
Ualian Jews were different from 
Jows elsewhere, adopted the Race 
Laws. Segre's book occasionally 
flashes forward to his adult self. But 
mainly, it's about that dream-world, 
its collapse and his own childish and 
youthful attempts in the years im- 


mediately following to figure things 
out. 


THE SCENE of young Segre's 
education was Palesiine. If the Fas- 
cists wouldn't have him, he'd be a 
Zionist, 0 hero in the Jewish version 
of the Risorgimento. Outfitted like a 

entleman going on safari, he set out 

y ship from Trieste. A fellow first- 
class passenger was a woman, twice 
Segre’s age, who was the wife of the 
owner of the Ata factories here, and 
she was worried about the new 
shocks this Italian boy was Sailing 
towards, : 

She warned him of the “cruclty of 
human relations” in the yishuv, the 
Jewish-state-on-the-way, She said 
that he should expect to be shown no 
“compassion, pity, or kindness” by 
the other Jows, but that he would 
find plenty of “human solidarity.” 
She advised him to “join a group, 
and grow callouses on your soul."

“Life was very hard here,” he 
Teminisced.

So far, the hero 
is still more of a youth than a man, 
although by the end of the book he 
has had some painfully educational 


egre himself, however, was far 
from happy as a pioneering Zionist.

Despite the guilt he says he feels 
over his good fortune, Segre man- 
uges to keep up an elegant, cheerful 
front which may or may not be a 
mask. His personality, he writes, is 
split. He writes of “an imaginary 
self, who refuses to accept the reali- 
ties of life and age and succumbs to 
the fascination of adventure and 
change.’ Perhaps, it was this 
irrepressibly curious, energetic side 
of his personality which made him 
quit the Foreign Ministry for a uni- 
versity career, and which has taken 
him for most of this torrid summer to. 
Cairo, where, at the age of 66, Segre 
is learning Arabic. He says he needs 
it to be able to understand from the 
inside Egypt's post-colonial dilem- 
mas, such dilemmas in the Third 
World and Israel being his current 
academic interest. 

Segre also continues to report for 
Le Figaro, writing in French, and if 
Giornale, in Italian, He was asked 
what language he dreams and counts 
in. 

“Usually in the language in which 
Ispend my day. In Italy in Italian, in 
France in French, in England and 
the States in English, here in Heb- 
ταῖν, Most of the Jewish themes I 
touch on in my memoirs first came to 
me during my weekly seminar here 
in Jerualem, in Hebrew, with Rabbi 
Adin Steinsaltz, who is my friend 
and a great experience jn my life. So 
the book is a combination of pieces 
of consciousness.” 

“Yet it was originally written in 
Italian. Do you really have no 
mother or master tongue?” 

“No, T haven't. What is strange is 
that [ feel as much at homein Paris as 
Jerusalem, As soon as J arrive at 
Orly, I'm a Frenchman, The only 
place 1 feel a stranger now is Italy -- 
except, of course, inmy village.”

was 10 give a lecture at the Universi- 
ty of Padua, and when the students 
threatened to riot, I was disinvited, 
This sort of thing never happened 
before. 

Anti-Semitism has been institu- 
tionalized on the political extremes, 
left and right. The left is still strongly 
under the influence of Stalinism and 
Radical Chic, and on the far right 
you have had neo-Fascism for a 
generation. But you also find anti- 
Semitism in the centre as a general 
social feeling. 

“Jews are no longer written and 
spoken about with as much sym- 
pathy as they were after the war, 
when they were the symbol of Italian 
unity, when they had suffered so 
much and when Zionism was bring- 
ing forth a copy of the Risorgimento 
in Israel." 

As gloomily as Segre reports on 
the standing of the remainin; Jews in 
his native land, he is still obviously 
very much in love with it and takes 
pride in its beauties left over from 
the past and its industrial, scientific 
and cultural achievements today. 
He’s enthusiastic about Italian 
“creativity.” He remarks, too, that 
the Socialist government pushed 
through secularizing laws giving the 
Jewish community of no more than 
33,000 equality with Protestants 
and, incredibly, the Vatican. 

“The Italians," he says, “have the 
qualities of a millenarian civilize- 
tion. Their qualities of humanity 
make them one of the most atlrac- 
tive peoples in the West. Just be- 
cause there is more anti-Semitism 
than 50 years ago doesn't mean that 
the Italians have become Nazis. 

If Segre's personality is divided as 
he claims, so, it seems, are his 
thoughts about the people among 
whom he was born and in μου 
language he wrote his book Οἱ 
memoirs.

AT $5,500 a copy, Mike and Linda 
Falter's facsimile edition of the Ken- 
uicott Bible is hardly a bargain. 

But when you learn that it took 
five years to produce, in a limited 


‘edition of 550 copies, that il contains 


238 hand illuminated pages with gold 
and silver, that it necessitated the 
development of a new kind of vel- 
jum, and that the binding is fine 
Moroccan goat skin over wooden 
boards, you begin to see where the 
money is . 

The orginal Kennicott reposes in 
Oxford University’s Bodleian Lib- 
lary, inaccessible to all but the most 
carefully vetted students of Hebrew 
manuscripts. Jt was written in Spain 
in the late 15th century by Moses fbn 
Zabara, at the commission of Isnac 
Tbn Don Solomon di Braga, a La 
Coruna businessman who wanted it 
asa gilt for his son. 

Widely renowned as one of the 
most beautifully-illuminated Heb- 
few manuscripts in existence, ils 
ich colours, burnished gold and sil- 
ver leaf, in the stylized designs of 
attist Joseph Ibn Hayyim. 

After the expulsion of Jews from 
Spain in 1492, the Bible dis- 
peared, to resurface in Oxford in 
1771, where English Christian Heb- 
mast Benjamin Kenicott purch- 
sed It from a Patrick Chalmers, for 
the exorbitant sum of 50 guineas.

Then came the long quest for a 
printer, prepared to experiment with 
new paper and devote his press to 
the painstaking work of producing 
what the Falters were determined 
would be the most accurate facsimile 
ever made. 

There were no takers for the pro- 
ject in Britain, but a phone call from 
Italy was followed by the arrival at 
the Falter home of Luigi Canton, a 
Milan printer who had already be- 
gun experimenting with different 
kinds of paper, and had also done 
some work on reproducing the intri- 
cate box-binding that has preserved 
the Kennicot so well. Σ 

“Luigi came over brimming with 
confidence,” Mike recalls. “He was 
sure that this was joing to be a 
wonderful book, and he wanted to 
be part of it. But when he saw all the 
gold in the original, his face fell. He 
knew he didn’t have a irene that 
could do the delicate gilding.” 

Eventually, he heard of a $400,000 
machine in Switzerland that could 
achieve a similar finish to the origin- 
al, but he decided it would be better 
to gild by hand. “Seven people 
worked for four months gilding the 
550 editions." To cut a long story 
short, Luigi took on the job, the 
colour transparencies were flown to 
Milan, and the presses began to roll. 

it took several trips to Oxford to 
get all the colours right, a task not 
helped by the sheer range of shades 
used by Ibn Hayyim. The real diffi- 
culties though, came with the paper. 
“We used uncoated paper, and the 
slightest variation, even in the 
humidity in the press, could cause it 
to contract or expand,” Linda said. 
“So Luigi had his air conditioner 
overhauled, and we got through. 

They had expected the printing to 
take about six weeks, but it took 
nearly four months, tying up Luigi's 
best press. On Saturdays, his staff 
would have to rush through all the 
other orders that pe been building 

during the week. ᾿ 

"παν, in March 1985, the Kennir 
cott facsimile was printed, gilded, 
bound and ready for sale. The Sun- 
day afternoon hobby had eventually 
led to both Mike and Linda giving up 
their ‘jobs, and borrowing mone 
from every source they could find, 
but the' final product was welt worth 
the attention they had lavished on it: 
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It has the look and feel of the 
original; one is almost scared to turn 
the pages for fear of damaging them. 
The Bodleian itself has paid the 
Falters the supreme compliment of 
putting the facsimile on display. In 
the past 200 years, only 30 scholars 
had heen allowed to study the origin- 
al. Now it is available to everyone. 

Over 300 copies of the Kennicott -- 
which comes with a companion 
volume of introduction by Prof, Be- 
zalel Narkiss ~ have been sold, to 
university libraries, scholars and pri- 
vate individuals. 


THE FALTERS were so buoyed by 
their success that they embarked on 
their second facsimile edition, that 
of the 944-page Rothschild Miscel- 
lany, a one-volume collection of 
more than 70 Jewish litureical and 
secular works in Hebrew, commis- 
sioned around 1470 in Italy. 

Housed in the Israel Museum, the 
Miscellany presents hardly less of a 
challenge than did the Kennicott 
Bible, but the Falters are old hands 

now. ἢ 

“When we approached the Bod- 
leian with our idea for the Kennicott 
Bible, they looked at us as if we were 
mad,” says Linda, “After all, we had 
No experience at all. They suggested 
that perhaps we should start off with 
8 pamphlet. Now that we've got the 
Kennicott behind us, museums take 
us a little more seriously.” : 

Again the Falters began to experi- 
ment with various papers — the ori- 
ginal Miscellany is inscribed on foet- 
al vellum, the skin.of unborn calves — 
and to carefully match the 12-colour 
illuminations that decorate no fewer 
than 816 of the Miscellany pages. 

Again the gold leaf is being laid by 
hand, and minute care is being taken 
to reproduce every aspect of the 
original, down to the tiny pricking 
holes made by the scribe to guide 
him in the writing of the text. ᾿ 

Despite the difficulties, the Mis- 
celJany should be completed by next 
year, and the Falters are already 
eyeing the British Museum's Barce- 
lona Haggada for their next project. 

“Over the years, we are hoping to 
build up a whole library of these 
fabulous books,” says Mike, “and 
obviously, with each one, our ex- 
perience is broadening, and the 
problems are more easily surmount-

Money-lending is an enfamiliar 
topic to this marketing column. 
Apart from home purchase, whieh is 
adifferent game allogether, buying at 
car is probably the most common 
reason for someone lo seek ἢ size- 
able toan. 

Prof. Jerome Pollock, who settled 
here from Canada five years ago and 
leaches at Tel Aviv’ University's 
Management faculty, makes Israclis 
grecn with envy when he describes 
the casy financing terms for buying 
curs in North Au - net tu 
Inention the fact that there cost 
only about a quarter of their price 
here, and salaries are much higher. 
In Canada or the ULS., he silys, ane 
can buy a car muking as little'as a 10 
Per cent dawn payment, with 24 to 
40 months fo pay and usual interest 
fates at about 7 per cent (ne 
of course), ‘The cur manufacturers 
themselves run financing companies 
which give car loans, and when they 
were recently overloaded with un- 
sold vehicles, they reduced interest 
rates to 4 per cent or less. 

In North America, the car carries 
achattel morigage until the purchase 
Joan has been pail off. No guaran- 
tors are required, says Pollock, un- 
less the buyer is very young, in which 
case the parents or guardian must 
Sigh as guarantor. It is also possible 
to acquire a new car without any 
down payment, other than a month's 
hire charge - leasing with an option 
to buy. ᾿ 


HERE IN Israel, it is generally 
possible to borrow up to 70 per cent 
of the cost of a new car ~ from a 
bank, an importer's loan company, 
or an independent credit company, 
but the interest rates are high and the 
amen period may be short. In 
addition to a mortgage on the car 
itself, guarantors are usually re- 
quired to sign for the borrower. 
Hyou want to buy a car and havea 
choice between borrowing and not 
borrowing, don’t borrow — even if 
this means depleting your bank 
accounts. This is the advice given by 
both Pollock and a fellow economist 
with lengthier experience of the local 
scene, It is nol prudent to borrow 
unless interest rates are reasonable, 
and “interests rates here are prohibi- 
tively high, even if not quite as bad as 
they used to be,” asserts Pollock. 
‘He feels that interest rates are 
unreasonably high here today if they 
exceed 6-5 per cent per ycar for 
cost-of-living index-linked joans, or 
more than 25 per cent a year for 
unlinked loans (or less than 2 per 
cent per month, if quoted monthly, 
since thisis compounded interest). If 
linkage is to the dollar of the deintsch- 
mark, it is more difficult to say 
what constitutes reasonable interest, 
since a gamble is being taken on the 
scale of devaluation. In. general, 
however, Pollock's rule of thumb for 
“reasonable interest” virtually rules 
aut any loans available to car buyers 
inIsraclloday.- : i 
For those curious to know how 
Paliock gets to his definition, he snys 
the cost of a foan shoutd be based on 
the generaily-accepted definition of 
the “cost of money,” which is about 
3.5 per cent a year, the. anticipated 
annual inflation rate, which he esti- 
mates at 18 per cent; and thocrisk | 
factor, which he says is worth a few 
. Percent at most. i cca “oases 5 
He points out that the most in- 
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terest ἃ consumer will earn on the 
shekels he hus sitting in the bank will 
be about 13 per cent (probably less), 
unlinked, or about 4 per cent on a 
dollar-linked account. 

But can the average citizen be 
expected to liquidate all his bank 
accounts to buy acarandstillsleep at 
night? Pollock thinks he can - or can 
learn to do so. He points out that the 
average Isareli hasa greater measure 
of financial security than the average 
North American. We have nearly 
full employment here, and a high 
level of job security. We have almost 
total medical insurance for emergen- 
cies through our sick funds. Moreov- 
er, the average Israeli does not 
purchase a string of goods on credit, 
88 ts customary in North America.

There is only one year ty 
Tepay the Joan in monthly instal- 
ments. The interest rate is 18 per 
cent if linked τὸ the dollar, or 16 per 
cent if linked to the deutschmark. 
VAT is payable on the interest and 
on the differential between the 
selling-and-buying rates of the for- 
eign currency (hefreshei sha'ar). Udit 
assures me its agents explain the 
terms of its loans carefully to 
Prospective custumers. If there were 
no devaluation of the shekel, vis-a- 
vis the dollar or the mark in the year 
Period of the loan, these interest 
rates would be very reasonuble, a 
bargain in fact, one economist tald 
me. But one cannot count on a full 
year with no devaluation. 

Filoma, also of Tel Aviv, and its 
sister firm Borlend, are private 
financing companies set up earlier 
this year with foreign investment 
capital from Canada. Its general 
manager is Edward Blau, who used 
to manage Udit for the Lubinsky 
agency. 

Blau claims that this new company 
offers consumers a broader range of 
loan possibilities -- loans not only for 
cars, but for virtually any purpose. 
The customer has a choice of repay- 
ment periods, although the interest 
tates may be higher if the period is 
longer. There is a choice of Jinked or 
non-linked rates. For cars, loans can 
be for different percentages of value: 
on a newcar, thereisa “solo” loan of 
50 per cent, against only the car 
mortgage as security. For 70 per cent 
of the value, including VAT and the 
compulsory deposit (which not all 
loans include), two or three guarat- 
tors are required in addition to a 
mortgage. It is even possible to get a 
foan of 100 per cent, if there is 
something else to mortgage such as 8 
second car or a piece of real estate, 

Blau contends that Borlead 
(which deals with loans of up to two 
years) has the advantage over com- 
peting companies of not being re- 
quired by law to charge VAT on 
interest and differentials, because it 
has “financial institution” status, 
similar to a bank, since it was estab- 
lished with; foreign capital. Never- 
theless, its interest rates are, at the 
moment anyway, higher than those 
of banks -- Biau quotes 4 to 4.6 per 
cent a month on non-linked loans 
(comparéd to about 3 per cent at 
banks). His cost-of-living, index- 
inked loans run at 12.5 per cent ἃ 
year -- double what Prof. Pollock 
thinks is “reasonable” for an index- 
linked loan. Still we are dealing with 
the realities of the Israeli_ market.

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WRITING AT ALL coherently ab- 
gut Israel, its society, culture and 
democracy requires deiving into a 
vast number of subjects and disci- 
plines- history, tnthropology, Juda- 
ism, sociology, Islam, and a great 
teal of social psychology. 

Professor Elazar not only 
attempts to make sense of present- 
day Israel. he also has a go at gues- 
sing what course the country, the 
society and the culture are taking. 
This is what makes this book so 
Jaudable and at the sume time so 
difficult to summurize. 

Elazar finds Israel’s polity and 
society to be “still raw, still emer- 
gent,” with “much about it that 
appears shrill and ugly, aggressive 
and uncouth.” Israel's drivers are 
reckless, its mass housing unattr:c- 
tive; casual interpersonal contacts 
can be abrasive; Knesset debates 
“often give the appearance that 
there is no culture of public dis- 
course." The country, in brief, “has 
an unfinished look at every turn.” 

Yet, puradoxicully, “Israel is one 
of the must conservative of states,” 
and Israelis show little inclination to 
change or experiment. To be both 
raw atnl conservative, as Elazar puts 
it so tellingly. “is perhaps the worst 
possible combination.” 

In reality, however, this superfi- 
cial view is at least partially mislead- 
ing, and Elazar concedes that 
“change does take place, usually 
without being announced. What he 
hasset out to dois “look beyond this 
rawness, and the immediate man- 
ifestations of Isruel’s conservatism, 
to understand what has happened, 
and what is likely to happen, in the 
building of Israel as a new society.” 

In order to do this, he tackles a 
variety of tricky problems and ex- 
amines almost all aspects of the 
polity and the society -- the historical 
development of the pre-Zionist era, 
the founding of the state, the inter- 
play between religion and politics, 
the ethno-political cleavage between 
Ashkenazim and Sephardim, 
Israel's Arab citizens, the local 
dimensions of government and poli- 
tics, the provision of public services 
and inter-governmental relations. 


THIS BOOK, written by two spe- 
Galists in the field of marriage and 
family relations, will probably 
appeal mostly to those with a tradi- 
tional view of Judaism and marriage.

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Reating isruct: Building a New 
Society can prove catremely reward- 
ing, even though the wiiting ane the 
treutiment often seem uneven - ἃ 
resull, no duubt, of the wide-ranging 
nature of the subjects discussed. To 
give two examples chosen from the 
chapter entitled el, the Arabs, 
and the Territories.” the reader is 
likely to wonder what to make of a 
remark like “The common wish of 
virtually all Jews is that the Arabs 
simply would go away,” and that for 
Israeli Jews “every other option, no 
matter which they choose, is clearly 
a poor second."' The following 
observation, which is made in the 
hext paragraph, is even less war- 
ranted: 

“H that wish—i.e. tosee the Arabs 
go away -- existed without the fun- 
damental ambivalence, then one 
might even conclude that there is a 
certain symmetry between it and the 
Anibs’ fervent desire to be rid of the 
Jews. But it is the ambivalence that 
makes the difference. Most [sraclis 
ain sympathize with the Arabs as 
hur beings, and do..." I find the 
implications of these remarks both 
totally unsubstantiated and rather 
unfair. | doubt if all Israeli Jews 
woukd wish the Arabs to simply go 
away; and 1 fincl it even less accept- 
able to argue that there is no shade of 
ambivalence in the Arabs’ "fervent 
desire to be rid of the Jews,” or tu 
asgeri — even by implication — that no 
Arabs “can sympathize" with .the 
Jews '‘as human beings.“ 

There is unevenness, too, in the 
Nates. While some are quite copious 
- often unduly so -- there are some 
inexplicable gaps here and there. In 
the chapter on Ashkenazim and 
Sephardim, for example, the author 
quotes at length from the work of “a 
leading Ashkenazi Israeli socia! sci- 
entist and government spokesman™ 
writing in the 1950s, but somehow 
omits to supply either the man’s 
name or the source. 

However, such slips are rare, and 
in no way detract from the value and 
timeliness of Professor Elazar’s 
weighty contribution to an under- 
standing of Israel and a vision of its 
future. - 5

HOWARD SCHWARTZ. falklor- 
ist and anthologist, has chosen 50} 
tales from the wealth of Jewish folh- 
lure found in both written and oral 
sources, from the Apocrypha to, 
madern compilations, and rewritten 
them in a flowing. story-telling style 
that holds the reader's attention, We 
are drawn inte that lovely world we 
would like so much to believy in, the 
world of all-powerful kings and stun- 
ning princesses, of fairies and de- 
mons, witehes and sorcerers, where 
the wicked are ugly and the goo 
always beautiful, where the here 
invariably meets his destined bride 
and the villain suffers his well- 
deserved fate. 

Many elements of the stories en- 
countered here are familiar to us 
from universal fairy tales such as 
Rapunzel, Snow White and the 
Seven Dwarfs and Aladdin and the 
Magic Lamp -- and yet they are 
sumehow different. Jewish. The 
poor fisherman who casts his net and 
draws up an iran chest containing a 
demon is a Jew; the one who cures 
the ill princess with the apple (from 
the Tree of Life) is a learned rabbi; 
and the man who fulfils the king's 
three impossible tasks is none other 
than Elijah the prophet. 


Several stories revolve around the 
theme of young, fearless men search- 
ing for famous objects from Jew- 
ish tradition such as the sword of 
Moses, David's harp and King Solo- 
mon’s ring. Sometimes the actual 
object is not altained, but new wis- 
dom is gained, a lesson learned. And 
this “introduction of a moral or 
lesson" is, as pointed out by Dov 
Noy, founder of the Isrne] Folktale 
Archives, in his foreword to the 
volume, “probably the most charac- 
teristic Jewish element of. the folk- 
tale.” 


woman must have a better under- 
standing of the sexual act, its physic- 
al and emotional implications and its 
strikingly different effect on men.” 
Are they serious? This seems a lot to 
ask of a young woman, especially 
one who has never had sexual rela- 
tions before.

Chapters of how to live with a wife 
or husband (and survive) contain 
more lists, poems and trite advice. 

‘There are lists of good traits and bad, 

and pointers offered to both hus- 
bands and wives to help them get 
along. Cheating on spouses, in laws, 
fighting and reconciliation are dis- 
cussed in separate chapters. 

This book does not live up to the 
potential suggested by the title. It 
does not deal with so many issues 
that are critical in marriage: how Lo 
achieve intimacy, how to further 
trust, how to improve communica- 
tions. Perhaps few books can really 
come to grips with such a compli- 
cated dynamic relationship as mar- 
riage, but all M and-M have given us 
isa manual of mediccrity. a 


EACH STORY is like u poem, 
compact (most not more than five 
pages long), harmonious and 
metaphorical. One senses that things 
are not what they seem, particularly 
in the hassidic tales such as those of 
Rabbi Nachman. The princess is the 
shechina (divine presence), the well 
is the world of the unconscious and 
the garment for the maon is the Tora 
protecting Israel. we 
In addition, each story reflects the 
conditions in the land in which it 
originated, whether it be India,

For 
example, when the Jewish hero has 
the power to perform ἢ seeming - 
miracle, he often prefers to follow 
the natural order of things. When he 
does choose to use this power, he is 
always aware thal it is derived from 
God. And. when he is granted his 
wish {itis often a simple one for 
himself or for the benefit of his 
fellow Jews. a

incredible man, and his is a truly 
incredible world, 

Hammer's whole fife has been full 
of hectic action and productive en- 
deavour, and his work has carried 
him to every corner of the globe. His 
standing as a successful businessman 
and his powers of persuasion, as well 
85 his fame and riches, granted him a 
unique status with Lenin, Trotsky, 
Khrushchev, Brezhnev, Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt, John Kenned ᾿ 
Ronald Reagan, Margaret Thatch- 
er, the British royal family, Deng 
Xiaoping, and Libya's Gaddafi. 
One is hard put to think of any olher 
globetrotter who can list similar 
achievements. Hammer's memoirs, 
full of well-written and amusing 
autobiographical testimony, contain 
ἃ fervent and sincere appeal: “We 
Toust find 8 way to protect ourselves 
and future generations from that 
final and cataclysmic nuclear disas- 
ter.” 

Legend has it that his first big 
Success was as a bootlegger. This is 
only partly true. While he did make 
his first million out of the U.S. 


‘Prohibition laws, it was done legally. HAMMER by Armand Hammer 


Betwen 1918 and 1919, as owner of 
the tiny Allied Drug and Chemical 
Company, he received large orders 
for bottled tincture of ginger. He was 
quick to realize that the prohibition 
laws made many Americans in- 
terested in any drink which was legal 
but contained alcohol. Hammer 
went to banks, explained the situa- 
tion, won large credits and sent his 
agents Out to corner a worldwide 
ginger monopoly, forcing atl the ma- 
jor U.S. drug companies to buy their 
ginger supplies from him alone, 

By the time he was 21, in 1919, his 
net income was $1m. He was al ready 
4 potentate when the Federal Govy- 
ernment got wise and amended the 
legislation governing the sale of the 
tincture of ginger, killing the goose 
which laid the golden eggs, 

Such was Hammer's introduction 
to the business world and his first 
major bold adventure, Brought up in 

᾿ New York's Lower East Side and the 
Bronx, he gained much of his early 
Practical education in a Noisy New 
Jersey vegetable market, learning 
that the business world is‘a tough 
battleground. Coinpetitive capital- 
ism, he later summed up, inevitably 
places individuals, conipanies and 
corporations in conflict with each’ 
other, It is a harsh and bruising 
system, unforgiving and unkind to 
the weak and the timid, but it is also 
the most durable system we know for 
the crention of wealth and material 
Progress. This was the credo of a 
man who studied both socialisin and 
capitalism and used both systems to 
his lasting personal advantage. 


THE FIRST MILLION did not goto 
Hammer's head - although be frank- 
ly admits that youn; people knew 
how to enjoy themse: ves long before 
Hugh Heffner was born, Hammer 
installed an “immensely voluptuous 
and sensual couch” in his new luxu- 
. Hous apartment, while his phar- 
niaceutical company, which traded 
legally ‘in bonded alcohol, supplied 
him with ail the liquor'he needed. 
But neither high-heeled fliipsirs nor 
cocktails could satisfy the thirst for 
life of this enterprising scion of a 
Prominent Russian-Jewish ship-

building family, which traced its line 
back to the Maccabees. 

Jacob, Hammer's grandfather, 
left Russia for the U.S. in 1875, 
when his socialist wife Victoria faced 
danger of arrest. His son, Dr. Julius 
Hammer, continued in his mother’s 
revolutionary traditions, Deeply in- 
fluenced by Daniel De Leon, the 
leader of the American Socialist 
Labour Party, he eventually became 
the founder of the Communist Party 
of America. The socialist influences 
running through the Hammer clan 
bred an assimilationist streak. No 
Jewish festivals were ever observed 
in their home, nor did they ever 
attend the nearby synagogue, By the 
time Armand was born, his Parents 
had become members of the Unita- 
nian Church, which they found com- 
patible with their socialist outlook. 
The young Armand, who experi- 
enced a-number of anti-Semitic en- 
counters, frequently attended Un- 
itarian meetings. 

He found enough time to run his 
business and graduate in medicine. 
He also mobilized forces to defend 
his father, accused of causing the 
death of a young woman through an 
abortion and sentenced to up to 15 
years of imprisonment at Sing Sing. 
The ‘abortion was performed in 
order to-save the young women’s 
life, but strong political overtones 
influenced the- verdict, which was 
condemned ‘by New York dactore 
who sought to amend the legislation, 
These motives must have- played 
their part in causing the newly- 
qualified Hammer to: abandon ἢ 

romising New York medical career 
in 1921 in favour of going to Russia 
to help ease famine and.an epidemic 


οἵ typhus. 


Hammer took with him an entire 
field hospital and an ambulance 
well-stocked with drugs and other 
equipment -- a drop in the ocenn 


tonsidering Russia's trémendous 


need for aid. But Hammer in- 
geniously . arranged. for extensive 


The ginger 


grain supplies to the starving popula- 
tion. In return, he became the first 
American agent for Russian furs, 
caviar and other exports. His de- 
scription of early post-revolutionary 
Russia, his encounters with Lenin, 
Trotsky, Dzerzinsky and other 
Soviet leaders make fascinating 
reading. 

Hammer's first Soviet adventure — 
lasting nine years -- proved un- 
forgettable for both sides. When the 
Soviets set up their own trade chan- 
nels, Hammer continued to export 
Soviet asbestos and built a most 
profitable pencil factory. But, above 
all, he was able to purchase and take 
abroad countless treasures -- art, 
cutlery, ceramics, diamonds and 
jewellery, which had belonged to the 
old regime. These he eventually sold 
at a considerable profit in his own art 
galleries, 

In contrast to other Western 
moguls, Hammer trusted Soviet cre- 
dit notes and discounted them at 
great profit. The Soviet Union paid 
all its debts punctually, and Ham- 
mor’s great fortune was made, 

The seeking, hoarding and selling 

of old Russian art treasures made 
Hammer an art expert. He men- 
tions, inter alia, that 60 years ago he 
discovered a gifted Russian forger 
whose Rubenses and Rembrandts 
are still exhibited as genuine in 
fumerous museums. But it was art 
and his New York art galleries which 
allowed Hammer's enterprises to 
spread in many different directions. 
He was also extremely lucky in most 
of his business transactions, and de- 
‘scribes these with great zeal and 
humour. He. cultivated cattle, 
offered for-sale the William Ran- 
eee art colléction and 
steadily followed’ up every oppor- 
tunity. from which a dollar cou 
be made, ° ᾿ ae 

Among the many Hammer stories 
worth begat is one which tells 
how his good friend and_ fellow. 
multimillionaire “Paul Getty once 
tried fo sell him a $30m. oil conves- 
sion. Hammer would have bought it, 
had‘he not, on his way-to the cloak- 
Toom,: overheatd Getty telling his 
agent on the telephone that the con- 

. Gession Wells had all been fourid dry: 


᾿ Hanimer turned down Getty's offer 


in the nick of time, and the two 
Temuined good friends, each con- 
stantly trying to outwit the other. 


HAMMER'S GREATEST achieve- 
ment was the development of 
Occidental Petroleum from a hither- 
to insignificant Californian oil com- 
pany into the world's eighth largest 
energy consortium. Knowing no- 
thing about the oil business, Ham- 
mer applied to this new enterprise all 
the lessons he had learned from his 
other business deals. The Seven Sis- 
ters, seven of the world's largest 
-energy companies and the largest 
moncpoly consortium, tried to 
frighten him and swallow him up, 
but Hammer -- who always carried a 
leather-bound pocket edition of the 
sayings of the Emperor Marcus Au- 
relius -- stood his ground. A pupil 
and admirer of Dale Carnegie’s 
school for self-improvement, he 
turned the impossible into the possi- 
ble. Occidental Petroleum retained 
its independence while its shares 
continued to rise. 

Hammer must have felt like Col- 
umbus sailing to the New World, for 
many friends whom he had made 
wealthy overnight advised him to 
turn back, in particular when some 
of his wells seemed to be dry. But he 
persevered and the earth finally gave 
up its precious oil in a wonderful 
bonanza. 

Having built his vast industrial and 
commercial empire, Hammer de- 
voted himself to his old pursuits. 
With his unique standing in both the 
U.S. and the Soviet Union, he 
proved again and again that one 
individual can not only make a dif- 
ference, he can perform wondersin a 
world where politicians and 
bureaucrats reign supreme. 

Hammer singlehandedly sought a 
better U.S.-Russian understanding, 
worked for the prevention of nuclear 
disaster, and made vast contribu- 
tions te science and cancer research. 
His drive for world peace, his 
attempts to arrange summits be- 
tween world leaders and the Dani- 
loff release were an apt continuation 
of his World War Il activities, when 
he helped Roosevelt put together 
the Lend-Lease destroyer deal that 
rescued England. Hammer’s shut- 
tles between Moscow, Washington 
and Peking, his lending of art exhibi- 
tions, his cultural exchanges and 
mercy missions are all well de- 
scribed. 


“AS A JEW,” Hammer sums up, “I 
feel the most powerful bond with the 
State of Israel and Israel's interest 
beats in my heart. Many of my 
Jewish friends in Israel and America 
have come to me for help in aiding 
the Jews in Soviet Russia and I have 
done everything [ could to help 
them.” Indeed, Hammer's activities 
on behalf of Soviet Jewry and his 
influence in obtaining the release of 
tefusenik David Goldfarb are worth 
& major research project. 

In 1972, Golda Meir brought 
Hammer here incognito in an un- 
marked Boeing 707 plane. At the 
time he wag extremely cautious of 
revealing his Israeli connection, ow- 
ing to his company's extensive hold- 
ings in Libya. Following his meeting 
with Golda Meir, Hammer met 
Brezhnev in Moscow on February 
15, 1973. A few days Jater, the 
infamous Soviet emigration tax was 
lifted, : :

A friend Of the 
Begins, Hammer brought doctors to 
Israel to see the ailing Aliza Be: in, 
who refused to go to the US. for 
treatment. After her death, he came 
here again with Dr. Willard Good- 
win to help Menachem Begin to 
solve his health problems. In return 
Begin reconciled Hammer with 
President Reagan, who had been 
told by his advisers that Hammer 
was a Communist. ἐν 

Hammer has brought two major 
art exhibits to Israel. He has also 
made a vast donation to the Hadas- 
sah cancer research Programme 
and set up a Company to search for 
oil in the Negev. He obtained from 
Russia the I.N. ‘Demjanjuk 8.5. 
identification card which has proved 
to be an important document in the 
John Demjanjuk trial. There can be 
little doubt that he considers Israci 
the key to prosperity in the whole 
region, an inseparable part of his 
own quest for world peace. 

Hammer played a significant role 
in the aftermath of the Chernobyt 
nuclear accident, proving once more 
that, in spite of his advanced years, - 
he can be in the right place at the 
right time. He continues to foster 
excellent relations with Gorbachev 
and the new Soviet leadership, but 
doubts whether the recent Soviet 
reforms can lead to increased Soviet 
efficiency. 

His autobiography offers proof 
that too-many crucial decisions 
which affect our destiny are still 
made haphazardly. He shows how 
bureaucracy and prejudice are our 
biggest enemies. This book deepens 
our understanding of many prob- 
lems facing our own and past genera-

RICHARD ADAMS'S meticulous 
eye for flora and fauna so evident in 
Watership Down and Shardik here 
sweeps from sea to stars and misses 
little in between. 

A nature diary is simply that -- 
descriptions of plants and animals 
observed in the course of a calendar 
year by Adams, on his walks and 
climbs on the Isle of Man, his home. 
The illustrations of individual plants, 
birds and insects are excellent, 
though the “scenes” tend to the 
banal. Dozens of flowers and birds 
may be observed and listed on a 
single ramble. - 

The rather endless cataloguing 
can become tiresome, however. 
Adams is sometimes too conscien- 
tious, and occasionally quite smug an 
his refutations of various experts:
